The first snowflakes fell 
over Boston last Sunday (ac- 
cording to the radio station 
I tuned to) and all of na- 
ture’s warning signs are up, 
pointing to a long, cold 
snowy winter. The fir trees 


ways convenient, If you are 
‘burning leaves, be careful 
of evergreens. It does not 
take very much heat tol 
scortch them and fires will, 
shoot to the top of an ever- 
green tree very rapidly. The 
tree may die if any of the 
branches are scortched, but 
‘they may be pruned back. A 
decidious tree does not like 
heat from fire either, but 
Lj | can take it a little better. If 
it gets scortched it will re- 
cover more quickly and eas- 
ily. Don’t burn leaves on the 
lawn or burn the lawn over. 

If you must burn your 
lawn over, wait until spring. 

Burn all stalks. Squash 
bugs live over the winter in 
old vines. Corn borers live 
over the winter in stalks 
All weeds should be burned 
within ten feet of the corn 
patch. Tomatoe blight can 
be carried over,the winter 
in the old plants.

‘They will put on delightful 
exhibits to entertain you 
during bleak winter days for 
what consists of very little 
time and effort on your part. 
I saw some Snow Birds 
(Juncos) at my feeder this 
morning, The sunflower seed 
is a favorite with most birds. 
You may feed ordinary 
“chick” feed which consists 
of small corn, or the regular 
wild bird seed which may be 
purchased from most mar- 
kets in many varieties, 

The darling little Chick 
adee (the state bird of 
Mass.) likes the sunflower 
seed best, Some folks grow 
sunflowers for this purpose, 
but when the flower is set- 
ting its seeds it is necessary 
to cover the blossom with a 
bag or the birds will beat 
you to it and clean the seeds 
out long before winter. This 
large flower got its name 
from turning its gigantic 
head so as to be always [ac- 
ing into the sun. It is said 
American Indian 
used the seed for food, hair 
oil and soap. They dried it 
and ground it between two 
stones into meal. In our lab 
oratories, it is found that 
the sunflower seed is high 
in protein and an oil extrac- 
ted from the seed is rich in 
vitamin “A”.
